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Inquest hears of 
bedsores horror 


A FRAIL woman with 
“horrifying” bedsores was 
not turned by staff at a care 
home for nine days, an in¬ 
quest into her death has 
heard. 

Ana Dunmore, 74, who 
suffered with dementia, was 
living at the Old Vicarage 
residential home in Littleport. 

District nurses were called to the 
home on November 14, 2009 after 
carers noticed bedsores on her 
buttocks, ankles and heels. 

The inquest, which began in 
Huntingdon on Monday, heard how 
staff were told by nurses to order a 
special air mattress and to turn Mrs 
Dunmore at least every two hours. 

But a chart filled out by staff 
showed she was turned just four 
times between November 14 and 
November 17 - and then not at all for 
nine days between lune 18 and 27. 

Under the instruction of nurses 
and Norfolk County Council, Mrs 
Dunmore, who had been at the Old 
Vicarage since early 2008, was moved 
to Holmwood House Nursing Home 
in Swaffham, Norfolk, on November 
19 for emergency care. She later died 
there of dementia, pneumonia and 
pressure sores on July 10,2009. 

Bosses at the Old Vicarage say their 
staff were told to order an air 
mattress for Mrs Dunmore and that 
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she would not need to be turned - 
but nurses say they would never have 
given such instructions. 

Annette Porter, a nurse at 
Holmwood House, in Swaffham, 
gave evidence at the inquest on 
Tuesday and said Mrs Dunmore’s 
bedsores were among the worst she 
had ever seen. 

She said: “I was the first nurse to 
greet Mrs Dunmore when she came 
through the door. When I first met 
her it was horrifying. 

“I have been a nurse for 29 years 
and I can count on one hand the 
amount of times I have seen pressure 
sores of such severity.” 

She added: “In my mind, her 
nursing needs were at the top level." 

The inquest heard how Mrs 
Dunmore’s bedsores were so bad 
they had to be covered with a special 
dressing. 

When asked why only one 
member of staff had turned Mrs 
Dunmore when two were needed to 
prevent friction burns, the home’s 
manager, Michael Paling, said 
“perhaps only one had signed the 
chart”. 

The inquest was expected to 
conclude yesterday, after the Weekly 
News had gone to press.

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Jail term for 
thief who 
stripped lead 

A PROLIFIC thief has been given a jail 
sentence after he admitted stealing 
lead worth thousands of pounds from 
Ely Cathedral. 

David Fisher, 31, is already resident 
at HMP Peterborough for numerous 
offences but he is now serving an extra 
10 weeks. 

The sentence was imposed by 
Cambridge Magistrates after police 
discovered it was Fisher, from Ely, who 
stole lead guttering from the cathedral 
in September. 

Fisher was caught as part of a 
special crackdown called Operation 
Gandalf, which is being run by 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary and 
British Transport Police. The lead 
Fisher stole from Ely Cathedral has an 
estimated value of £3,000. 

A spokeswoman for the cathedral 
said: “Lead down pipes were stolen 
from the wall of the North Nave and 
the Lady Chapel, as well as the 
bottoms of the pipes, which we call 
shoes. We’re pleased the culprit was 
caught as this is one of those crimes 
which seems petty but is extremely 
costly.” 

■ In separate incidents, lead flashing 
has also been stolen from the roof of 
The Almonry in Ely recently, as well as 
from the roof of King’s Acremont, in 
Egremont Street. 

Thousands of pounds worth of lead 
has also been stolen from buildings in 
surrounding villages, including the 
Holy Trinity Church in Haddenham 
and St Lawrence’s Church in Wicken.

‘Scores on the doors’ 
ratings set to be axed 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) 
has ditched its con¬ 
troversial ‘Scores on the 
Doors’ food hygiene 
rating system. 

Since 2009, the 
authority has sent 
inspectors out to every 
eatery in the district to 
assess them in line with 
the Food Standards 
Agency’s (FSA) statutory 
code of practice. 

All buildings which 
have kitchens or sell food 
have been awarded a 
rating of five stars, being 
the highest standard, 
down to zero stars, the 
lowest. 

Eateries which achie¬ 
ved three stars or above 


were able to display 
certificates in their 
window to enable 
potential diners to see 
how well they performed. 

But those premises 
which received fewer than 
three stars did not get 
certificates and cust¬ 
omers were only able to 
find out the rating on the 
scheme’s website. 

Owners of establish¬ 
ments with high ratings 
have criticised the 
scheme from the start and 
claim it was fooling the 
public. 

Now the council has 
scrapped ‘Scores on the 
Doors’ and will be using 
the FSA’s Food Hygiene 
Rating System (FHRS). 


The new system will be 
launched in April next 
year and will see 
inspectors re-visiting all 
eateries and giving them 
marks out of five rather 
than stars. 

Zero will mean the 
establishment needs to 
make urgent improve¬ 
ments and five will mean 
the eatery is ‘very good’. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of ECDC’s 
community and environ¬ 
ment sub-committee, 
said: “We have decided to 
switch to FHRS before the 
Government makes it 
compulsory and to take 
advantage of any possible 
grants to aid with the 
switch.”

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) workmen gravelled 
the path earlier this year, insisting it 
made the country park area more 
accessible to disabled people and 
parents with buggies. 

However, local nature lovers and 
dog walkers disagreed and asked the 
council to remove the chippings. Sick 
of waiting, have now cleared them 
themselves. 

One resident, who did not want to 
be named, said: "Somebody put a sign 
up last Monday and left a broom there 
asking people to sweep the gravel 
from the path. By Sunday evening the 
entire path had been swept. 

“The gravel is now neatly at the side 
of the path and it is now much easier 
and more pleasant for people to use. 

“Before, it was covered by uneven, 
large chippings which made it 
impossible to push a pushchair, a 
wheelchair and it was also painful for 
runners.” 

Another resident said: “My dog and 
many others were unable to walk 
along the path because the gravel 
made it too painful. 

“I saw the sign and the broom so 
swept quite a bit of the gravel and by 
Sunday the whole path had been 
cleared. It’s now perfect for everyone.”

Miss Baker impressed the 
judges in her first heat with a 
signature vanilla sponge cake with 
homemade lemon curd filling with 
a marshmallow meringue frosting 
topped with handmade 
decorations. 

Her two winning dishes, which 
she cooked in 40 minutes, were a 


starter of fennel and orange salad 
with mascarpone, parmesan and 
thyme truffles with a toasted 
almond crust and a main of pan 
fired duck breast, shallot tarte tatin 
and garlic potatoes. 

She said: “The pressure up 
there was incredible. It really gave 
me a taste of what it would have 
been like to be on the show.” 

Mr Torode said: “It was great to 
see someone that passionate about 
flavour. She was really brilliant - 
her cake was astounding and her 
savoury truffles were a delight.

ONE of Ely’s most talked 
about listed buildings 
could be turned into 
council offices. 

The City of Ely Council is 
focusing on the grade II 
listed Makings Cottage, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

Councillors met last 
Monday to discuss the 
plans, which, if approved, 
would see the authority’s 
current offices in Market 
Street moved down to 
Waterside. 

The proposals come 
from Ely’s mayor, fohn 
Yates. 

Cllr Yates said: “The plan 
is to convert the entire 
upper floor of the cottage 
into offices for the city 
council and two of the 
rooms on the ground floor. 

“That would then leave 
us some retail space which, 
I think, would make a great 
upmarket ice cream par¬ 
lour. We’ve spoken to 
commercial agents about 
that and they believe it 
would be viable. 

“There will obviously be 
some contention with these 
plans but I believe they are 
ideal.” 

The plans come just 
months after controversial 
proposals to turn the 
cottage into holiday lets 
were thrown out by East 


Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s new leader, Peter 
Moakes. 

Former leader Fred 
Brown had hoped to turn 
the building into two 
separate lets but following 
a backlash from residents 
and community leaders, 
Cllr Moakes rejected the 
plans. 

Community groups such 
as the Ely Society, Ely 
Perspective and the Friends 
of jubilee Gardens have 
been discussing the future 
of the building ever since. 

Ideas have varied from 
turning it into a visitor 
centre to making it a 
register office. 

Mr Yates insists offices 
are the best solution. 

“I also believe it would 
bring economic benefits to 
the city’s Riverside,” he 
added. 

Earlier this year, the 
council investigated mo¬ 
ving its offices inside Ely’s 
former magistrates’ court. 

The authority is also 
seeking to build a new 
workshop for its cemetery 
workmen at Ely Cemetery 
in New Barns Road - 

Mr Yates hopes to submit 
formal plans for Makings 
Cottage to the district 
council before Christmas. 


Mums’ plea on 
‘danger road’ 

Campaign launched in bid for safety measures 


WORRIED parents insist a 
child will be killed unless 
major safety improve¬ 
ments are made to a road 
in Ely. 

Mums with children at Ely St 
John’s Primary School have 
launched a campaign calling for a 
reduced speed limit in St John’s 
Road, as well as pedestrian 
crossings, speed bumps and more 
signs. 

Parents claim numerous child¬ 
ren have been clipped recently by 
vehicles near to the school and 
that it is only a matter of time 
before a serious or fatal accident 
occurs. 

Mum-of-two Zoe Camillerei, 
31, of Churchill Close, has 
spearheaded the campaign. More 
than 800 people have already 
signed the petition, which the 
mums plan to present to 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 

Mrs Camillerei said: “St John’s 
Road has a primary school, a 
playing field, a Scout hut, a skate 
park and a basketball court and is 
used by hundreds of children 
every day. 

“But all we have for our 
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children to cross the road is a 
useless zebra crossing. 

“I was crossing the road 
recently with my 6-year-old son, 
Aidan, and young daughter, Ava, 
when Aidan was clipped by a car. 

“The same has happened to 
numerous children in recent 
months and it is only a matter of 
time before a child is seriously 
hurt or even killed. 

“We need major safety im¬ 
provements before something 
bad happens - not afterwards. 

“We need the speed limit 
reduced from 30mph to 20mph, 
we need clear signage alerting 
motorists that children are in the 
area, plus we need proper 
pedestrian crossings.” 

The campaign comes just 
months after hundreds of people 
signed another petition calling for 
the county council to build 
pedestrian crossings in Downham 
Road, Ely, which is used by 
thousands of pupils at Ely 
College, Lantern Primary School 
and Harlequin Nursery. 


Mum-of-two Anna Rogers, of 
Dunstan Street, is at the forefront 
the campaign after her 4-year-old 
daughter, Lana, was involved in a 
collision with a car earlier this 
year. 

But last week county council 
bosses wrote to Mrs Rogers to say 
they do not have enough cash to 
fund the crossings. 

In the letter, Cllr Steve Criswell, 
the authority’s portfolio holder for 
community infrastructure, said: 
“In the case of Downham Road, 
the injury accident record is no 
worse than many other sites 
across the county and it is 
difficult to justify the funding for 
a pedestrian crossing from the 
safety budget at this time.” 

Mrs Rogers is now in dis¬ 
cussions with the schools about 
raising money to pay for a 
crossing themselves. 

District councillor Sue Austen 
backed the campaign for Downham 
Road and is also supporting the St 
John’s Road petition. 

A council spokesman said the 
authority would engage with 
those behind the St John’s Road 
campaign once the petition had 
been received.

Engineering 
firm to swing 
jobs axe 



UP to 25 jobs are under threat 
at an internationally-re- 
nowned engineering firm 
based in Littleport. 

Bosses at JDR Cable 
Systems, based in Wisbech 
Road, have announced they 
are looking to axe between 20 
and 25 jobs. A consultation 
with all employees has now 
been launched. 

A spokeswoman for the firm 
said: “JDR confirms that a 
consultation process has been 
launched at our Littleport 
facility. 

“This is part of a broader 
drive to streamline and 
restructure the business ready 
for the next phase of JDR’s 
development. 

“We will be working with 
the employee representatives 
and any affected employees to 
minimise any compulsory 
redundancies and will assist 
employees who are made 
redundant to look for 
alternative employment.” 

JDR’s Littleport facility is 
one of only two UK hubs 
where the firm design, 
engineer and manufacture 
deep sea power cables for 
offshore wind farms and the 
oil and gas industry. 

Over the past three years, 
the company has created 
hundreds of jobs in the area 
and won the Queen’s Award 
for Enterprise last year. 
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A TEAM of students 
from Ely College sixth 
form have returned 
from a charity house¬ 
building project in 
Romania. 

The pupils were working for 
the charity Habitat for Hum¬ 
anity, helping build homes in 
a village for abandoned and 
orphaned children. 

The youngsters spent 10 
days working alongside the 
residents of the Caminul Felix 
Abandoned Children’s Village 
and helped them make 
significant progress towards 
completing two new homes. 

Blessed with good weather, 
the team were able to 
complete a variety of tasks 
including carpentry, plas¬ 
tering, dry-lining and 
concreting, all under the 
expert tutelage of the local 
Habitat for Humanity team. 

The reward for their hard 
work was the opportunity to 


play with the children in the 
village and see how the 
Caminul Felix Village was 
improving their lives. 

One of the team members, 
Laura Davies, said: “The 
children are brought up in the 
village by adoptive parents. 

“There are 16 children in 


each house and the houses 
are built around a central play 
area. 

“They were all so friendly 
that it was easy to forget what 
terrible experiences some of 
them had had.” 

Stephanie Tyrrell celebrated 
her 18th birthday while on the 


project and was moved to 
take part because her own 
grandmother was an orphan. 

She said: “I had a fantastic 
time and loved every 
moment. We have even joked 
that we should set up our 
own building firm in the 
future.” 


In order to take part in the 
project the students had to 
work together to raise nearly 
£ 6 , 000 . 

They held a series of 
fundraising events and 
through the help of a number 
of local and national 
organisations including Sisk 
Group, the Rotary Club of 
Littleport, the Ely Trinity Dole 
Charity, Littleport Town 
Lands Charity and 
Lighthouse Ely. 

Team leader Mark Sirot- 
Smith said: “The team were 
fantastic and threw them¬ 
selves wholeheartedly into 
every job. 

“They worked really hard 
and have learnt a lot about 
themselves and their own 
capabilities.”

THE Bishop of Ely has 
come under fire from 
green-fingered resi¬ 
dents - for the work 
he has carried out in 
his own garden. 

People say they are 
“horrified” to discover the 
bishop, the Rt Rev Stephen 
Conway, has got rid of the 
large vegetable garden in 
his grounds - and the 
centuries-old box hedging. 

Residents have slammed 
the work as “out of step” 
and insist local people or 
schools should have been 
allowed to use the kitchen 
garden in a time when 
families are being urged to 
grown their own produce. 

The public are also 
questioning whether pres¬ 
ervation rules have been 
broken by removing the 
hedging. 

Anne Anslow, from near¬ 
by Witcham, said her and 
others are “dismayed”. 


“In a time when there is a 
national movement to 
restore kitchen gardens 
and the public is being 
urged to ‘grow your own’ in 
schools and allotments, 
this action is surely out of 
step.” 

The Rt Rev Conway was 
formally appointed as Ely’s 
new bishop in March this 
year. 

Another resident, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “Many people are 
horrified by what the 
bishop has done. 

“Yes, it is his own garden 
so he can do what on earth 
he likes. But there is 
currently a huge waiting 
list for people seeking 
allotments in the Ely area, 
and all we ever hear about 
is how essential it is for 
people to start growing 
their own fruit and veg. 

“Instead of just ripping 
everything up why didn’t 
the bishop think twice 
about it?” 

A spokeswoman for the 
bishop said he had no 
comment to make. 


She said: “This much¬ 
loved classic garden, 
integral to the surrounding 
mediaeval buildings, has 
been improved to the 
highest standards over the 
last decade. 

“Suddenly, the vegetable 
garden in its entirety has 
disappeared and this in¬ 
cludes the centuries-old 
box hedging. 

“How is it that there is no 
form of preservation for 
such an historic site?

City centre will 
be annihilated 

Sir, the prospect of the emergence of a 
new, enlarged Tesco store along with 
an accompanying development of a 
cinema and ancillary shopping is a 
daunting thought indeed because it 
will completely transpose the 
traditional city centre of Ely. 

In spite of continued denial from both 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
and the county council, it appears 
blatandy obvious that this 
development is closely linked with the 
Ely crossing project. It also seems 
apparent that both are virtually cut 
and dried. 

I attended the district council offices 
and requested a discussion with a 
planning officer on these two topics. I 
was eventually responded to by a 
woman from from development 
control. 

She was concerned that I was asking 
pertinent questions regarding the 
crossing and the Tesco development 
and attempted to assure me that the 
council was concerned about the 
vitality and viability of the city centre. 
To counter my insistent questioning 
she stressed she could make no more 
comments until the actual application 
arrived at the council. Not convinced 
about the matter, I later contacted the 
county council. 

I had a conversation with someone 
involved with the crossing proposal, 
who informed me that the district 
council has received the application 
from Tesco and that it was feasible that 
Tesco could contribute the remainder 
of the money for the bypass. 

If the bypass and the new 
development at Angel Drove is 
actioned, the traditional city centre will 
be annihilated and the magnificent 
vista of the cathedral will be marred by 
the bridge spanning the river. Make no 
mistake about it, the quality of life of 
the area will never be the same again. 

I urge everyone who appreciates the 
wonderful ambience of Ely and the 
surrounding countryside to resist this 
ugly intrusion into their lives.

Not convinced 
over road plan 

Sir, I have studied the proposals put 
forward by Cambridgeshire County 
Council for easing the present 
congestion around the level crossing 
at Ely station. I support improved 
access to the south of Ely and I want 
to see traffic levels reduced around 
the station area. This is particularly 
important to me as a resident of 
Annesdale for more than 40 years. I 
am not however, convinced that any 
of the proposed schemes are 
necessary. 

Most, if not all, of the present 
congestion is caused by queuing 
HGVs, often from overseas. It needs 
to be established what proportion of 
these vehicles actually need to use 
the A142 at this point. It is quite 
likely that many of these vehicles are 
merely using the A17,A1101, and 
A142 and A1123, A141 and A142 
routes from the north to avoid the 
A1 and A14 routes to Newmarket 
from Cambridge, thus saving them a 
few miles having relied on their 
satellite navigation systems. 

Such vehicles could easily be 
diverted to the dual carriageway 


route intended for such traffic, by 
enforcing a weight restriction via 
Ely, except for local deliveries to Ely. 
It cannot be right for the taxpayer to 
provide these facilities for traffic 
which is choosing to use a route 
other than that intended. 

If relief is really needed and not just 
desired, route D must be preferred 
to route B which, as well as being 
more expensive, would require a 
viaduct of great height to cross the 
Ely to Ipswich railway line, which is 
itself on an embankment and would 
need to be sufficiently high to clear 
electrification wires sometime in 
the future. 

Interestingly, the height of the 
structure which would be visually 
intrusive as well as subject to 
subsidence; being built on fen soil 
receives no mention. Route D would 
be only slightly less intrusive 
although the viaduct over the 
railway would not be quite so high. 
Finally, again if really necessary, has 
not consideration been given to 
improving the A1123 from Soham 
Downfields to Stretham 
roundabout? Such improvements, 
including a bypass to the north of 
Wicken and a short stretch of new 
road at Stretham across allotments, 
would surely cost less than £23m 
million for route D.

Congestion on Ely’s roads is worsening 
and and will only deteriorate with two 
new supermarkets encouraging more 
traffic but a one-way system that 
incorporates one of Ely's worst roads, 
Broad Street, coupled with a 
pedestrian and cycle-friendly city 
centre devoid of cars (not just on a 
Saturday) would offer a vibrant, 
consumer-friendly experience and 
ease congestion.

District Is to 
provide sites 
for travellers

A DOZEN new travellers’ pitches 
will be provided in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire within the next 
decade. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) needs to provide a total of 38 
more pitches over the next 20 years in 
order to cater for the district’s growing 
number of gypsy and traveller families. 

With 11 pitches already having been 
granted planning permission, the council 
has agreed to allocate a further 12 pitches 
over the next 10 years. The remaining 15 
pitches will be allocated in the 10 years 
following. 

With 157 traveller pitches already in 
East Cambridgeshire, ECDC leader Peter 
Moakes said: “In the case of gipsies and 
travellers, we have a good record of 
providing the right amount of pitches for 
our local population, ensuring we can 
meet the changing needs of our 
communities. 

“We will always work hard to ensure as 
East Cambridgeshire develops and grows, 
the infrastructure is in place to meet the 
challenges that the future may hold. 

“It is very important, as we plan for the 
future of our district, that we address the

needs of all groups and cultures who live 
and thrive in our communities. 

“Whether it is for families, businesses 
or gypsies and travellers, it is our duty to 
ensure we have the necessary infra¬ 
structure in place to allow for growth in 
the forthcoming decades.” 

The decision to press ahead with 
identifying 12 new pitches was made by 
the council’s development and transport 
committee. 

It comes following a study carried out 
by Cambridgeshire County Council’s 
research group. 

The study showed that 114 pitches 
should be located in South Cambridge¬ 
shire, 53 in Huntingdonshire, 30 for Forest 
Heath, 12 in St Edmundsbury, 53 for 
Peterborough and 23 in King’s Lynn and 
West Norfolk. 

The need in Cambridge itself was 
identified as being just one.

Parking fees 
‘a dream for 
bureaucrats’

FORMER council 
leader Fred Brown 
has described con¬ 
tentious plans to 
introduce car par¬ 
king charges in Ely 
as a “bureaucrat’s 
dream”. 

Tory Mr Brown, who 
lost his seat on East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) in the last 
elections, insists the 
scheme drawn up by 
Conservatives at the 
council will have a 
negative impact on the 
entire district. 

He also says that there 
was a “very good” alter¬ 
native parking charges 
scheme “ready to go” 
before he lost his seat, 
which authority leaders 
have gone against. 

Mr Brown, who lives in 
Littleport, said: “This 
scheme is a bureaucrat’s 
dream. 

“It will mop up no end 
of money in admin¬ 
istration costs and I am 
willing to bet money it 
will end up being thrown 
out in favour of straight¬ 
forward pay-and-display 
in the long run. 

“How on earth will it 
work with no control of 
parking either on the

streets or elsewhere, for 
example atWaitrose? 

“Who is going to be silly 
enough to buy one of 
these alleged cheap 
season tickets when they 
can park for nothing 
outside the town?” 

Despite a 12,000- 
signature petition oppo¬ 
sing the introduction of 
parking charges and 
outcry from business 
owners who insist the 
charges will kill off Ely’s 
city centre, ECDC has 
pressed ahead with the 
plans and a public 
consultation is now 
running until January 31. 

The proposals include a 
£20 pre-pay, year-long 
parking permit, a flat £1- 
per-day pay-and-display 
car parking ticket for 
people without a permit, 


the retention of free on¬ 
street car parking and the 
introduction of a six- 
month pre-pay permit 
available at a cost of £12. 

Also included in the 
proposals is finding 
additional on-street car 
parking spaces in Ely and 
improving on and off- 
street parking enforce¬ 
ment. 

Mr Brown said: 
“Everybody said that the 
new car park on the 
Cambridgeshire Business 
Park would be a failure 
but it is now nearly full 
every day, and must be 
paying for itself hand¬ 
somely. 

“There was a very good 
and understandable 
scheme prepared and 
ready to go which would 
have given everybody 
equal use of the car parks, 
according to how long 
they wanted to stay, and 
could have included a free 
first hour for those who 
wanted a quick shop. 

“It would have also 
generated enough funds 
to finance the community 
buses that this district so 
desperately needs, as well 
as paying for parking 
supervision and improved 
car parks.” 

Residents can comment 
on the recommendations 
either online, via email or 
through a leaflet, which 
will be distributed across 
the district.

NATURE lovers from far 
and wide are flocking to 
Fenland to catch a glimpse 
of one of autumn’s greatest 
spectacles. 

Thousands of swans are now 
roosting in front of the Wildfowl 
and Wetland Trust (WWT) 
Welney’s main observatory each 
night, enabling people to see the 
stunning birds close up and watch 
them feed. 

A count carried out by wardens 
this week revealed that there are 
more than 5,000 Whooper swans 
currently on the Ouse Washes. 

Having migrated more than 
1,000 miles from their breeding 
grounds in Iceland, the Whooper 
swans are now busy fattening 
themselves up for the winter. 

An increasing number of 
Bewick’s swans are also starting to 
arrive at the reserve. 

A combination of mild temp¬ 
eratures and westerly winds have 
stalled their movement to the UK 
from Arctic Russia but there are 
currently more than 3,000 of them 
in the Netherlands, meaning the 
birds are now ready to make their 
final leg of the journey to 


Cambridgeshire. 

Leigh Marshall, reserve 
manager at Welney, said: “The 
reserve is looking fantastic at the 
moment, thanks to the hard work 
put in during the summer by our 
staff and volunteers. 

“When everything comes 
together like this, with the reserve 
in top condition and perfect water 
levels, the swan spectacle is at its 
best. Hopefully the Bewick’s 
swans will arrive in large numbers 
soon to make this picture 


complete.” 

The reserve holds a host of 
activities to enable people to see 
the swans and learn more about 
them. 

Swan feeds are held daily at 
3.30pm until March, while there 
are noon swan feeds, early- 
morning feeds and even floodlit 
feeds, which take place at 6.30pm 
Thursday to Sunday.

Cllr Moakes said: “There is 
no excuse for replica homes 
being built in row after row or 
for growth without the 
necessary infrastructure to 
support it. 

“We want development in 
the north of Ely to be an 
example of how growth 
should be managed by 
working partnership, which is 
why we are putting in place 
the mechanisms to ensure 
that we learn from the past.” 

During the consultation 
period, residents insisted 
they wanted to see high- 
quality houses which were 
eco-friendly and that there 
were sufficient facilities, such 
as play areas and shops to 
support the extra homes.

MY WEEK WITH MARILYN 
certificate 15, 98m 

IN the summer of 1956, Marilyn 
Monroe came to Pinewood Studios in 
Buckinghamshire to shoot The Prince 
and The Showgirl with Sir Laurence 
Olivier. 

It was a fascinating collaboration: 
the most famous woman in the world 
opposite the greatest stage actor of a 
generation. What could possibly go 
wrong? 

The on-set diary and memoir of 
third assistant director Colin Clark 
revealed that Monroe consistently 
turned up late on set, driving Olivier to 
the brink of madness as the 
production fell woefully behind 
schedule. 

While the cast including Dame 
Sybil Thorndike looked on, the 
director and his leading lady clashed. 
Clark, just 23 at the time and fresh 
out of Oxford, became a go-between, 
winning the trust of the emotionally 
fragile starlet. 

Clark (Eddie Redmayne) hails 
from privileged stock and thanks to 
family connections, he secures a 
position working as assistant to Sir 
Laurence (Kenneth Branagh). 

From the moment Marilyn 



(Michelle Williams) arrives, Olivier is 
smitten and his wife Vivien Leigh 
(Julia Ormond) wearily tolerates the 
obsession. But on set, Olivier’s desire 
turns to frustration as Marilyn fluffs 
takes and turns up late. 

Celebrity photographer Milton H 
Greene (Dominic Cooper), who is 
part of Marilyn’s entourage with 
acting coach Paula Strasberg (Zoe 
Wanamaker), issues a warning: 
“Accept Marilyn on her terms and 
you will be okay. Try to change her 
and she’ll drive you crazy.” 

So Olivier asks Colin to win his 
leading lady’s trust and get her to the 


set on time. 

While Colin falls under Marilyn’s 
spell and extinguishes a burgeoning 
romance with wardrobe mistress 
Lucy (Emma Watson), the screen 
siren argues with her husband, writer 
Arthur Miller (Dougray Scott). 

My Week With Marilyn crafts 
Clark’s recollections of that turbulent 
period into a bittersweet drama laden 
with the cream of British acting talent. 

Adrian Hodges’s script glistens 
with polished one-liners and provides 
Michelle Williams with a show¬ 
stopping role as a cinematic icon that 
richly deserves Oscar recognition.

Profit by turning 
over old leaves 


A FTER the spectacular 
display of reds, oranges 
and yellows from the 
autumn leaves thanks to an 
unusually warm spell, it’s time 
to rake them up for recycling. 

You may have seen the end of the 
visual brilliance of the autumn leaves, 
but their value doesn’t end there. 

While many people might question 
the point of raking leaves at all if they 
are going to decompose anyway, 
especially in a woodland garden, don’t 
forget the more fragile specimens 
which are so often planted underneath 
the trees, such as herbaceous plants 
and pint-sized bulbs, which could be 
smothered by the thick blanket of 
leaves. 

So dust off that rake and put your 
eco-friendly hat on by making 
leafmould, a humus-rich soil 
conditioner which makes a good mulch 
for beds and borders, although it 
provides few nutrients. Richer 
leafmoulds can be made by adding a 
few grass clippings. 

It is ideal used as a mulch to 
suppress weeds and, while it doesn’t 
have much nutritious value, it will be 
taken down by worms into the soil 
which will improve its texture.

Fallen leaves can be stored in a wire 
mesh bin, or packed into black 
polythene sacks which have been 
perforated to allow air in. 

The bags can be tied up and placed 
in the corner of the garden, where the 
leaves will decompose and can be used 
the following spring. Leaves which are 
left in open bins may take longer to 
decompose. 

It’s best to collect the leaves after it 
has rained, to ensure good 
decomposition. 

If you haven’t got a leaf vacuum 
which can suck them up and shred 
them, a quick way of collecting them 
from the lawn is to use a lawnmower, 
which will shred leaves and add grass 
at the same time. 

Shredding will speed up the decay of 
tougher leaves such as horse chestnut, 
sweet chestnut and sycamore. 


Thick evergreen leaves such as holly 
and cherry laurel need to be shredded 
and added to the normal compost heap. 
Pine needles break down extremely 
slowly - it may take three years before 
they are fully decomposed and ready to 
use, but they are good to use on acid- 
loving plants. 

For the best leafmould, use leaves 
from hornbeam, oak and beech, 
leaving them for at least a year before 
using. If you leave them for two years 
or more, you should be left with a very 
fine crumbly leafmould that can be 
used as a potting compost. 

Of course, there are many other soil 
improvers you can use. 

Many gardeners make their own 
compost, while others splash out at 
garden centres on spent mushroom 
compost, horse manure and composted 
green waste. 

Adding these bulky organic nutrients 
will boost your soil and should 
improve crops and give you better 
quality plants. 

Add blood, fish and bone to new 
planting holes or dig it into a new 
border or between plants in an existing 
one to give the soil a boost of nitrogen 
and phosphates. 

Working in plenty of goodness to 
your soil now will reap you great 
harvests in the coming year.

Tidy tips for winter gardens 


■ Prepare for winter 
winds by removing 
decaying branches on 
established trees. 

■ Protect newly planted 
evergreens with a 
temporary windbreak. 

■ Group containers for 
mutual protection over 
winter, wrapping up 
vulnerable pots and 
plants. 

■ Keep planting bare-root 


fruit trees and bushes. 

■ Ventilate the 
greenhouse on sunny 
days. 

■ Check around globe 
artichokes for signs of 
suckers and detach any 
you find and pot them up 
to increase stocks. 

■ Pinch out the growing 
tips of young fuchsias 
grown from cuttings taken 
in late summer. 


■ Spike lawns with a 
hollow-tined aerator and 
brush grit into the holes 
to improve drainage. 

■ Cover cold frames with 
old carpet or horticultural 
fleece on cold nights. 

■ Use a net to remove 
leaves and plant debris 
from the pond water, 
soaking the dry roots until 

■ Sow hardy varieties of 
peas in well-drained soil.

The BMW i3’s innovative 
LifeDrive architecture ren¬ 
ders the BMW i3 Concept 
light, safe, spacious and 
dynamic. 

Innovative use of 
materials and intelligent 
lightweight design, more¬ 
over, not only enable the i3 
Concept to travel long 
distances on a single charge 
and provide superb safety in 
the event of a collision, they 


also help give the car its 
excellent driving dynamics. 

The electric motor over 
the rear axle - which 
generates output of 
125kW/170hp and impress¬ 
ive torque of 250Nm (184 lb - 
ft) from a standstill - and a 
small turning circle com¬ 
bine to deliver pleasingly 
crisp driving characteristics.

Harlow’s on top of world 
and City progress in cup 


GREG Harlow has become provisional World 
No 1 after finishing runner-up in the 
Co-Operative Funeralcare Scottish 
International Open. 

The City of Ely player previously topped the 
rankings in the 2006-07 season and had a brief 
spell at the summit a year ago after reaching 
the quarter-finals of the same competition last 
term, before ending the season at No 2. 

Former world champion Harlow, 43, earned 
enough points from reaching the final in 
Perth last Sunday to knock Scotland’s Paul 
Foster off his perch by a single point 
despite suffering a shock 2-11,10-2,2-0 
defeat to qualifier and English compatriot 
Robert Paxton. 

Ely clubmate Nicky Brett has provisionally hung 
on to his place among the elite despite 
dropping one spot to No 16 after going out in 
the opening round at the Scottish Open with a 
10-5,9-8 loss to Lee Schraner of Australia.
